1 . This Office Action is in response to an AMENDMENT entered June 1 5, 2006 
for the patent application 10666964 filed on September 17, 2003. 

2. All prior office actions are fully incorporated into this office action by reference. 



Claim Status 

3. Claims 1-8 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 for nonstatutory subject 

matter. The computer system must set forth a practical application of § 101 judicial 

exception to produce a real-world result. Benson, 409 U.S. at 71-72, 175 USPQ at 676- 
77. The invention is ineligible because it has not been limited to a substantial practical 
application. 

In determining whether the claim is for a "practical application," the focus is not 
on whether the steps taken to achieve a particular result are useful, tangible, and 
concrete, but rather that the final result achieved by the claimed invention is useful, 
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tangible and concrete. If the claim is directed to a practical application of the § 101 
judicial exceptions producing a result tied to the physical world that does not preempt 
the judicial exception, then the claim meets the statutory requirement of 35 U.S. C. § 
101. 

The invention must be for a practical application and either: 

1 ) . specify transforming (physical thing - article) or 

2) . have the Final Result (not the steps) achieve or produce a 

useful (specific, substantial and credible), 

concrete (substantially repeatable / non unpredictable), and 

tangible (real world / non abstract) result 

(tangibility is the opposite of abstractness). 
A claim that is so broad that it reads on both statutory and non-statutory subject 
matter, must be amended, and if the specification discloses a practical application but 
the claim is broader than the disclosure such that it does not require the practical 
application, then the claim must be amended. 

Claims that merely solve for values related to abstract constraints are not 
statutory albeit computerized. Please refer to the Interim Guidelines for Examination of 
Patent Applications for Patent Subject Matter Eligibility published on November 22, 
2005 in the Official Gazette. The invention must claim a result that is a practical 
application. 
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Double Patenting 

5. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

6. Claims 1-8 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 
invention as that of claims 20-27 of copending Application No. 10/641 ,845. This is a 
provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 
patented.
